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Congress Seeks To 
Cut Foreign Aid

Today, he states, “lt is the 
black markets, with their 
highly efficient dealer organi- 
zations and their own codes of 
honour, that determine the 
price of gold or the value of 
the pound. Since the prices of 
currencies or precious metals 
can no longer be stabilized by 
law, Governments are not only 
powerless to suppress the black 
markets but, in some instances. 
are actually participating in 
and supporting them.” 


Age of Devaluation 


“More currency devaluations 
are to be expected in the 
months to come,” Mr. Pick 
says in his’ foreword. “More 
and more people will therefore 
disregard existing regulations 
in order to preserve the re- 
maining value of whatever pos- 
sessions they may have.” De- 
valuation is defined by Mr 
Pick as “an arbitrary confis- 
cation of assets belonging to 
people who trusted their Gov- 
ernment, People will elways 
strive to own currencies and 
precious metals that will give 
them the faith or the illusion 

of permanent vaiué. Popular 
distrust of what inflation can 
do. is well founded. During the 
last 13 years, the paper <ur- 
rencies of 11 countries Al- 
bania, Austria, Bulgaria, China, 
Czechoslovakia, Germany, Hun. 
gary, Japan. Korea, Poland, 
and Rumania. involving 729 
million people, were destroyed 
by complete depreciation. Dur- 
ing the past 12 years, 20 other 
principal currencies, wage trad- 
ing and saving units of 718 
miilicon human beings, lost 30 
per cent and more of their 
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means cf the new country. For 
‘many years to come, Israel will 
depend on credits and grants 
from abroad and, therefore, the 
task of foreign exthange con- 
trol may slow down — but not 
prevent — a further weakening 
of the currency. 


“Black market activities dur- 
ing 1951 were considerable. The 
flight from the Israel Pound 
gained momentum within the 
country and the amounts of 
“Payments Tel Aviv” offered in 
Zurich or New York were not 
always easy to sell. Israel's 
gold and diamond dealers, as 
well as local capitalists, were 
constant buyers of ‘black’ dol- 
lars and Swiss francs. Trading 
of ‘Handpayments’ Tel Aviv 
and or Haifa centred in New 
York, where it averaged 100. 
600 pounds daily. Zurich some- 
Ames reported even larger 
deals. Beirut, Tangier and Paris 
also handled these payments 
regularly. 1 

Transmission of payments 
to Tel Aviv involved five to six 
days for amounts of more than 
5,000 pounds while smaller 
amounts took anywhere from 
two to four weeks. Israel bank- 
rotes had an active market in 
New York where an average 
of 2.000 Pounds changed hands 
daily.”
